2. The drawings are objected to because Figures 1 1 and 13 are not properly cross- 
sketched. They include structure (such as a lid 44, a large support means 50, and a 
drinking hole) that is inconsistent with line XI-XI of Figure 10 and line XIII-XIII in Figure 
12. This objection is a mater of form not content (see Fig. 13 below). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended.
